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REFLECTS 


At last week’s annual meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce the office of president was referred to as a 
difficult one by two of the speakers, In St. Albert, as in 
many other centres it is indeed difficult to maintain a 
vigorous Chamber. 


The problem experienced by men involved in Chamber 
work outside the large cities is always the same - “‘Not 
nearly enough businessmen actively support the 
Chamber.”’ 


Which causes us to consider why this is so. If a Cham- 
ber of Commerce was a concrete help to businessmen, 
in solving their problems and helping them in increased 
growth, then they would attract a solid and vigorous 
membership, 


It seems to us that what is neededis a separate organiza- 
tion for small independent businessmen, whose interests 
are rarely the same as big business. 


An example could be seen in Mr, Clark’s address to the 
St, Albert Chamber last week, We are incomplete agree- 
ment with the provincial minister of education that big 
business and industry must contribute more to the cost 
of education. 


However we do not agree that businesses the size of those 
in St, Albert are in a position to help finance our univer- 
sities. 


When Provincial Chambers and the National Canadian 
Chamber present their views in briefs to the federal 
government they are rarely in the interests of small 
independent business and farmers, One federal govern- 
ment report we saw a few years ago defined “small 
businesses’’ as those employing 100 persons or less, 
If the senior levels of government are realistic they 
know that there are many thousands of independent 
businessmen in Canada employing 20 personne! or less, 


If the voice of these businessmen and farmers is to 
carry any weight {it would appear they should unite in 
their own arm of the organization Certainly this group, 
which ts a back-bone of every town, village and rural 
district in Canada and providing jobs for 3 - 20 people 
per business, is the forgotten group in today’s society, 


In numbers (and therefore votes) a small business arm 
of the Chamber could exert astrong influence on govern- 
ments to help create a climate in which enterprising 
small businessmen can prosper inthis and future genera= 
tions. At the moment it {ts the big firms who get the 
concessious, tax incentives and so on as provinces and 
cities vie with each other to attract them. Yet they are 
most able to pay. The big firms get the advantage of 
quantity buying rates. The so-called free enterprise 
System appears geared to make the big guys get bigger, 


can have plenty of “‘enterprise’’ but he can’t develop it 
for “free’’ in this economy. 


To develop such an organization into a cohesive force 
would not be an easy task efther, But the rewards could 
be great and we believe excellent leadership could be 
found in the ranks of the small independent businessmen, 
And perhaps businessmen in towns and rural areas 
would get much more solidly behind such a branch of 
the Chamber than they do behind the present Chamber 
of Commerce.

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Report from Legislature

What a week! Tempers 
have flared a little, but on 
the other hand we have wit- 
nessed a few precious mom- 
ents of excellent humor, 
which is welcomed by all 
Members. The Honourable 
Member from Lae St, Anne 
thought he would once again 
deal with the Natural Re- 
sources Railroad with all 
kinds of charges, however 
he looked like he was come 
pletely derailed before the 
debate concluded. I would 
outline some of the budget 
proposals, 

1) Increasecorporation 
tax by one percentage point. 

2) Increase personal in- 
come tax by five percentage 
points 


3) Introduce a new tax on 
tobacco products. 

4) Remove .03¢ per gall- 
on fuel of] tax where it 
applies to farm fuel, 

It is expected the addi- 
tional revenue from person- 
al income and corporation 


tax will yield approximately 
$22,500,000 per year while 
the tobacco tax should yield 
approximately $10,000,000, 


Farm income dropped by 
$15,000,000 in 1968 which 
certainly justifies the re- 
moval of the .03¢ tax on farm 
fuels. In an effort to ease 
the burden of education taxes 
to the ratepayers the pro=- 
vince will increase its con- 
tributions to the school foun- 
dation fund by $19,000,000 
to a total of $150,000,000 
and a further sum of $6,- 
000,000 will be made as 
additional grants to school 
boards, 

The Special Legislative 
Committee reporting on 
automobile insurance, come 
pulsory vehicle inspection 
program, Driver education 
including penalties for use 
of alcohol and drugs was 
talked yesterday in the Leg~ 
islature, It has been a won- 
derful experience for me to 
be a member of the comm- 
ittee. Most of my consti-~ 


tuents have seen our 
recommendations, however 
I would list a few of the 
more important ones, 

1) Demerit system for all 
drivers, This system to 
follow that of Ontario, where 
a driver draws agivennum- 
ber of demerit points based 
on convictions, will be sus- 


pended for a three month 
period. 

2) That, the vehicle in- 
spection program be pro- 
ceeded with promptly 
throughout the whole pro- 
vince and with the least 
possible inconvenience to 
motorists, 

3) That universal driver 
education be introduced pro- 
gressively and promptly into 
the classroom as a credit 
course, 

4) The committee is of the 
opinion that a major assault 
should be launched to reduce 
the number of accidents by 
tougher licensing laws and 
stricter enforcement, 
especially in the offences 
of driving while under sus- 
pension or impaired driving, 


This season we have heard 
considerable debate con- 
cerning problems of pollu- 
tion and drug uses in the 
province,
